a.m.  Thursday  when  more  than  1,000 
Army  troops  and  police  launched 
“Operation  Cordon,”  descending  on  Des 
Recollets  Street  in  a quiet  residential 
neighborhood  on  the  north  side  of 
Montreal. 

There  were  unconfirmed  reports  that  the 
kidnapers  themselves,  tired  of  their  role  as 
the  targets  of  the  greatest  manhunt  in 
Canadian  history,  had  told  police  the 
whereabouts  of  their  hideout,  and  offered 
to  take  up  the  government  on  its  offer  of 
passage  to  Cuba. 

The  troops  and  police,  apparently 
carrying  out  a well-rehearsed  plan  for  such 
a contingency,  sealed  off  an  area  of  four 
blocks  around  the  house. 

Cross  and  two  alleged  kidnapers-Jacques 
Lanctot  and  Marc  Carbonneau-were  sped 
in  a police  motorcade  from  the  FLQ 
hideout  house  to  St.  Helen’s  Island  in  the 
St.  Lawrence  River. 

A helicopter  waited  to  carry  Carbonneau 
and  Lanctot  to  Montreal  International 
Airport  where  a Canadian  Air  Force  Yukon 
stood  by  to  fly  them  to  Cuba. 

The  Island,  site  of  Expo  67  and  the  Man 
and  His  World  Fair,  had  been  temporarily 
declared  Cuban  territory  more  than  six 
weeks  before  so  it  could  be  used  as  neutral 
ground  for  just  such  an  exchange.  Acting 
Cuban  Consul  Ricardo  Escardin  waited  to 
take  custody  of  them  and  process  their 
visas.  The  Castro  government  had  agreed  to 
such  a deal  in  October. 

Lawyer  Robert  Demers,  who  represented 
the  government  in  earlier  unsuccessful 
negotiations  with  the  FLQ,  again  carried 
on  the  bargaining  for  the  government.

Ombudsrnan  coming  to  field 
students'  questions , gripes 


Starting  Monday,  374-1211,  ext.  4132 
will  be  the  number  to  call  to  have  24-hour 
contact  with  the  answering  service  of  the 
BYU  Ombudsman,  an  ASBYU 
representative  announced  yesterday. 

Mike  Bush,  executive  assistant  to  the 
ASBYU  vice-president  of  student  relations 
explained  that  the  objective  of  the 
Ombudsman  program  is  “to  seek  to 
improve  communications  among  the 
members  of  the  BYU  community-faculty, 
staff,  administers  and  students— by 
establishing  simple,  orderly  procedures  for 
receiving  requests,  questions  and 
complaints;  keeping  accurate  records  of  all 
requests  made  to  the  Ombudsman; 
referring  the  complaintants  to  the  office 
most  able  to  assist  them;  and  researching 
information  to  answer  specific  requests. 

Bush  indicated  that  the  present  program 
will  determine  “whether  or  not  a 
permanent  need  exists  at  BYU  for  such  a 
position.” 

According  to  Jack  Little,  staff  member 
and  Ombudsman  of  the  University  of 
California  at  Irvine,  Ombudsmanry  was 
developed  in  Sweden  in  1809  “to  combat 


the  impersonality  of  government  and  keep 
communication  flowing  between  it  and  the 
people.” 

“Recently  the  idea  of  Ombudsmanry  has 
been  applied  to  university  campuses,' 
explained  Little.  ‘The  basic  role  of  the 
college  Ombudsman  ...  is  to  personalize 
the  campus-supporting  students  in  their 
attempts  to  assert  their  needs,  interests  and 
concerns,”  he  added. 

The  Ombudsman  and  several  assistants 
will  be  working  under  the  direction  of  the 
ASBYU  Vice-President  of  Student 
Relations.  Questions  and  complaints  wil! 
be  welcome  starting  Monday,  directed  to 
the  Ombudsman,  on  the  4th  Floor  ELWC 
by  letter,  answering  service,  4132  to  obtain 
an  interview  when  necessary. 

‘The  Ombudsman  and  his  staff  will  seek 
to  define  the  problem,”  said  Bush.  “Every 
effort  will  be  made  to  be  sure  that  the 
problem  will  neither  be  exaggerated  no: 
diminished  in  importance.  They  will  find 
the  proper  answer  or  procedure  to  be 
followed  and  give  this  information  to  the 
complaintant  as  quickly  as  possible,”  hr 
said.

Nobody  likes  Security  tickets 


Don’t  feel  alone  if  you  don’t 
like  getting  tickets  from  Security. 
The  Chief  doesn’t  much  like  them 
either. 


“It  irritates  me  to  get  a ticket,” 
said  Swen  C.  Nielson,  BYU 
Security  Chief,  with  a grin, 
“especially  from  my  own  men.” 
And  usually  Nielson  has  no  option 
but  to  pay  for  the  ticket. 

“Security  isn’t  the  most  popular 
group  on  campus,”  explained 
Nielson,  who  has  been  BYU’s 
chief  for  nine  years.  Most  of  the 
negative  feelings  come  from 
parking. 

This  year,  however,  Security  is 
working  on  a more  positive 
approach  to  traffic  control.  More 
officers  have  been  placed  in  the 
parking  lots  to  help  prevent 
violations  rather  than  citing 
offenders  after  the  violation. 
According  to  Nielson,  this  has 
radically  reduced  the  number  of 
traffic  problems  and  offenses. 

But  issuing  parking  tickets  isn’t 
the  only  responsibility  of 
Nielson’s  men.  The  17  full-time 
officers  are  special  Provo 
policemen  with  the  legal  authority 
of  a regular  city  policeman. 

Although  it  is  an 
“administrative  policy”  to  let 
Security  work  the  campus  and 
Provo  police  handle  the  city,  a 
Security  office  will  pull  over  and 
arrest  a drunk  driver  or  other 
traffic  offender  he  may  spot  while 
cruising  or  will  respond  to  a call 
from  ainy  concerned  citizen  or 
student. 

The  two  forces  have  at  times 
worked  a number  of  joint  cases, 
Nielson  said.  They  exchange 
information  on  a regular  basis. 
When  Security  is  called  by 
someone  outside  the  campus 
boundaries,  Provo  police  are 
informed  of  the  situation  and 
advised  that  an  officer  is 
responding  to  the  call. 

Before  an  officer  is  accepted  to 
work  full  time  for  Security,  he 
must  go  through  an  intensive 
screening  program.  He  must  pass  a 
written  police  test,  an  English 


test,  a medical  exam,  a physical 
fitness  test  and  an  oral  exam.  He 
must  also  take  a personality  test. 
Officers  who  are  accepted  are  sent 
to  the  state  Police  Academy  for 
training. 

Many  of  these  men  are  former 
policemen.  Their  Chief  worked 
for  the  Los  Angeles  Police 
Department  before  coming  here. 

The  full  time  officers  do  the 
actual  “police  work”  for  Security, 
while  the  28  part-time  officers  are 
limited  mainly  to  parking 
regulations.  These  men  are 
unarmed  and  can  be  identified  by 
the  different  arm  patches  on  their

While  the  autopsy  was  still 
under  way  a hasty  replacement 
was  sought  for  Blondie  before  the 
big  intercollegiate  decathlon.  But 
disaster  continued  to  plague  the 
team.  The  mysterious  disease 
overtook  and  felled  the 
newcomer. 

Determined  to  go  on  despite 
these  discouraging  setbacks,  Joan 
Richards  and  Vic  still  plan  to 
represent  BYU  this  weekend  in 
the  first  Intercollegiate  Rat 
Decathlon,  in  Sacramento,  Calif. 

Ten  thousand  fans  are  expected 
to  be  on  hand  to  cheer  these  two 
remaining  teammates  and 
.members  of  five  other  teams 
including  collegiate 
representatives  and  a team  from 
Vietnam. 

The  BYU  rat  team  is  noticeably 
all  white  despite  the  efforts  of 
Head  Coach  Frank  Howe.  The 
team’s  only  black  member 
mysteriously  dropped  out  of 
competition  during  the  first  weeks 
of  training.

have  the  opportunity  of  joining  in 
long-range  programs  which  will 
directly  benefit  his  department  as 
well  as  himself.” 

Examples  of  valuable  programs 
sponsored  by  departmental 
funding  are:  an  organization 
formed  by  the  Physical  Education 
Department  called  L.I.F.E.  (Life 
in  a Free  Environment);  and  the 
establishment  of  a browsing 
library  in  the  Microbiology 
Department.

Ronald  Deane  is  confident  of 
the  future  of  the  BYU  art 
collection. 

“When  I started,  it  was  hard  to 
convince  anyone  there  was  even 
enough  work  for  a full-time  man. 
Now  I have  a secretary,  and  next 
year  we’ll  have  two  full-time 
graduate  assistants,  and  we  could 
use  more,”  he  said.  “People  are 
beginning  to  realize  there  is 
something  more  about  Brigham 
Young  University  than  basketball 
and  the  International  Folk 
Dancers.  Within  the  next  five 
years,  we  are  going  to  have  a very 
impressive  collection.”

and  a mystery  was  cleared  up  that 
had  been  plaguing  the  collection 
for  months. 

Besides  half  of  a storage  room 
of  sculptures,  the  Young 
collection  includes  590  oil 
paintings,  5,500  water  colors  and 
drawings,  51  sketch  books  and 
2,600  prints.  In  addition,  Mahonri 
Young  himself  acquired  a total  of 
1 ,950  pieces  from  other  artists 
that  were  included  in  the 
collection. 

The  University  assumes  a 
responsibility  to  the  artist  when  it 
obtains  a collection  of  this  size, 
Deane  said.  If  the  collection  is  not 
put  into  circulation  and  interest 
not  recreated  for  the  artist,  he  will 
fade  from  the  art  scene.  To 
facilitate  the  circulation  of  its 
pieces,  BYU,  like  other 
institutions,  has  a loan  program 
which  makes  it  possible  for  other 
areas  to  enjoy  its  various 
collections.  A small  gallery  in 
Brigham  City  or  New  York’s 
Museum  of  Modem  Art  may 
borrow  on  equal  terms.  The  cost: 
insurance  plus  shipping  charges 
both  ways. 

Today  the  total  collection  is 
worth  approximately  $2  million. 
However,  it  is  difficult  to 
determine  the  exact  cost  because 
of  the  relative  value  of  art.  Deane 
explained  it  might  be  possible  to 
sell  two  of  the  paintings  included 
in  the  Mahonri  Young  collection 
for  as  much  as  was  paid  for  the 
entire  collection  in  1959.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  entire  BYU  art 
collection  were  to  be  put  on  sale, 
it  might  raise  only  half  a million 
dollars,  or  it  could  raise  three 
times  that  amount,  depending  on 
the  market  at  the  time. 

The  1930’s  and  40’s  marked 
one  of  the  greatest  periods  of 
growth  for  the  collection.  The 
budget  not  being  as  strict  as  it  is 


today,  the  University  acquired  a 
number  of  pieces  from  artists  that 
have  since  achieved  major 
prominence.  One  group  of  15 
lithographs  by  an  artist  working 
out  of  Taos,  New  Mexico  was 
purchased  at  the  time  for  $15  to 
$20  a piece.  They  now  sell  for 
about  $600  a piece  in  that  area. 

Because  of  the  strict  budget  the 
department  faces  now,  the  major 
number  of  additions  are  acquired 
through  donations  to  the 
collection-a  person  either  has 
something  or  buys  something  and 
then  gives  it  to  the  University, 
often  with  the  idea  of  some  tax 
benefit. 

One  important  gift  the 
collection  acquired  in  1953  was 
that  of  C.C.A.  Christensen, 
declared  “the  art  discovery  of 


1970”  by  Art  in  America 
magazine.  Recently  displayed  in 
the  Whitney  Museum  of  American 
Art  in  New  York,  the  collection 
consists  of  a series  of  paintings 
depicting  various  facets  of 
Mormon  history. 

Originally  the  artist  used  these 
with  a script  to  make 
presentations  in  Utah,  Idaho,  and 
Nevada  in  the  late  1800’s.  The  23 
paintings  were  sewn  together 
forming  an  immense  175  foot 
scroll  of  7’  x 10’  panels  rolled 
between  aspen  poles  and  mounted 
on  wooden  tripods.  As  the  scroll 
wound  from  one  pole  to  another, 
Christensen  would  read  from  his 
script  and  recount  the  events  of 
the  Mormon  migration  West.

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POW  letter  campaign  gains 


With  approximately  10,000 
letters  already  in,  the  BYU  Arnold 
Air  Society’s  statewide 
letter-writing  campaign  to  free 
American  prisoners  of  war  in 
Vietnam  is  gaining  considerable 
momentum. 

High  schools  throughout  the 
state  have  now  been  invited  to 
participate  in  the  letter-writing 
campaign.  A trophy  will  be 
awarded  to  the  school  with  the 
highest  percentage  of 
participation,  reports  Capt.  James 
A.  Moss  of  the  Aerospace  Studies 
Department. 

Speakers  from  the  Arnold  Air 
Society  and  wives  of  some  of  the 
Utah  men  missing  in  action  or 
prisoners  have  been  giving 
speeches  throughout  the  state  in 
both  junior  and  senior  high 
schools. 

“Some  youngsters  have  even 
brought  in  crayon  and  water-color 
drawings  depicting  the  prisoners 
of  war,  accompanied  by  letters  in 
typical  youth  fashion  asking  the 
North  Vietnamese  Peace 
Delegation  in  Paris  to  treat 
American  prisoners  humanely  and 


release  them,”  Capt.  Moss  said. 

“Families  of  the  men  missing  in 
action  and  the  prisoners  are 
extremely  happy  that  the 
government  this  week  attempted  a 
rescue  mission,”  Capt.  Moss  said. 

“And  the  letter-writing 
campaign  was  given  a boost  last 
weekend  when  the  LDS  Church 
First  Presidency  supported  the 
campaign  and  encouraged  Church 
members  everywhere  to  cooperate 
with  their  letters  and  with  their 
faith  and  prayers,”  he  added. 

A Department  of  Defense 
official  from  the  Pentagon 
working  on  freeing  prisoners  said 
that  BYU’s  letter-writing 
campaign  was  the  best 
student-conducted  and  ambitious 
program  of  this  type  in  the  United 
States. 

Radio  spots  and  short  television 
films  about  the  prisoners  are  being 
broadcast  throughout  the  state 
now.  The  radio  spots  include 
interviews  with  some  of  the 
families  who  have  a father,  son,  or 
brother  missing  in  action  or  a 
prisoner.

this  situation,”  Capt.  Moss  said, 
“and  public  pressure  has  already 
stirred  the  North  Vietnamese  to 
announce  some  names  of 
prisoners  during  the  past  six 
months.” 

Persons  writing  a letter  should 
ask  that  the  North  Vietnamese 
comply  with  the  Geneva 
Convention  which  they  agreed  to 
and  signed  in  1957,  and  to  ask  for 
the  release  of  names  of  all 
prisoners,  humane  treatment 
including  full  mail  privileges, 
proper  medical  treatment, 
adequate  food,  impartial 
inspection  of  prison  camps,  and 
release  of  seriously  sick  and 
wounded  prisoners,  he  added. 

Letters  should  be  sent  to  North 
Vietnamese  Peace  Delegation,  c/o 
POW,  Provo,  Utah,  84601.  A 
quarter  should  be  included  to  help 
cover  costs  of  getting  the  mail  to 
Paris.

Starr  falls  while  wolves  howl  on 


(The  following  albums  are  available 
at  the  BYU  Bookstore:  “Beacoups  of 
Blues,”  Ringo  Starr;  Apple.

Dunhill.) 


RINGO  STARR  HAS  recorded 
another  monsterpiece.  Only  this 
time  it  comes  to  us  from  the  heart 
of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  the  Taj 
Mahal  of  country  western  music. 
To  be  as  objective  as  possible,  I’ll 
give  points  for  good  and  bad 
features. 

First  off,  the  album  is  backed 
by  some  of  the  most  familiar 
sidemen  of  the  Country  Capital 
including  Pete  Drake,  steel 
guitarist  and  producer  of  the 
album.  But,  added  to  the 
Jordainaires  (Presley’s  old  group), 
they’ve  spread  themselves  too  thin 
with  their  limited  talent.  Minus 
one  point. 

The  words  and  poetry  of  the 
songs  are  great,  especially 
“Women  of  the  Night”  and 
“Wine,  Women,  and  Loud  Happy 
Songs.”  However,  they  all  have 
the  same  theme-a  love  gone 
wrong  or  life  taking  a bad  turn. 
Minus  one  point. 

There  is  one  good  song  on  the 
album:  “Love  Don’t  Last  Long.” 
But  one  out  of  twelve  songs  is  not 
good.  Minus  one  point. 

The  ex-Beatle’s  baritone  is 
transformed  in  the  album  into  the 
straightforward,  undecorative, 
country  style.  The  condition  of 
his  voice  is  best  described  by  the 
Lennon-McCartney  number, 
“Help.”  Minus  one  point. 

It  seems  on  this  album  that 
Ringo  has  reached  his  ultimate; 
has  found  what  he  likes  doing 
best— his  own  thing.  I can  only 
wish  all  power  to  him  and  hope 
that  no  one  foolishly  bites  this 
Apple.  Minus  one  point.

Or  so  it  seems  after  listening  to 
another  good  Steppenwolf  album, 
“Steppenwolf  7.”  Though  not  up 
to  the  quality  and 
experimentation  of  their  last 
album  (“Monster”),  it  is  the  same 
stalking,  searching  animal  group 
full  of  heavy  sounds  and  with  a 
howl  that  can  be  heard 
throughout  the  prairies. 

The  difficulty  with  critiquing  a 
group  like  Steppenwolf  is  that  one 
expects  hard-hitting,  pounding, 
heavy  songs  all  the  time, 
something  reminiscent  of  “Suki, 
Suki,”  “Born  To  Be  Wild,” 
“Magic  Carpet  Ride,”  “The 
Pusher,”  or  “Rock  Me.” 

This  new  album  does  contain 
some  ‘ball  crushers’  which  include 
a song  of  that  title,  “Renegade,” 
and  “Foggy  Mental  Breakdown.” 

But  then  again,  it’s  rather  hard 
to  fail  with  someone  like  Johnny 
Kay  singing  in  his  gravelly  voice 
much  like  a bullfrog  whose  mate 
has  found  a better  lily  pad. 

Unfortunately,  the  words  aren’t 
behind  the  songs  as  they  usually 
are.  Most  of  the  words  are  cop 
outs.  In  fact,  he  didn’t  print  any 
on  the  album  cover,  showing  that 
Kay  himself  knows  their  quality. 

The  words  of  “Renegade,”

Oil  slick 
dissipates 


JACKSONVILLE,  FLA. 
(UPI)-A  massive  oil  slick, 
dumped  by  the  U.S.  Navy, 
showed  signs  of  breaking  up 
Thursday  afternoon  and  officials 
were  hopeful  that  predicted 
westerly  winds  would  push  the 
slick  out  to  sea.

Extradition! 
lor  Angela  | 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)  — Black 
revolutionary  Angela  Davis  was 
ordered  extradited  to  California 
Thursday  by  the  State  Supreme 
Court  to  face  charges  of  murder 
and  kidnap  in  a courthouse 
shootout  last  August. 

Supreme  Court  Justice  Thomas 
Dickens  granted  a five  day  stay  of 
extradition,  however'  to  give  the 
26-year-old  defendants’  attorneys 
time  to  appeal  to  the  State 
Court’s  Appellate  Division.  Miss 
Davis  took  her  extradition  to  the 
Supreme  Court  after  it  was 
ordered  last  month  by  Gov. 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller. 

Miss  Davis,  a Communist  and 
former  philosophy  instructor  at 
the  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles  was  arrested  here  Oct.  13 
on  a Federal  fugitive  warrant.  She 
is  charged  in  California  with 
buying  weapons  for  the  San 
Rafael,  Calif.,  shootout  but  she  is 
not  accused  of  being  at  the  scene. 

In  California,  being  an  accessory 
to  murder  and  kidnapping  makes 
one  equally  guilty  with  the 
persons  who  took  part.  A 
California  Superior  Court  Judge 
and  three  Black  men  were  in 
abortive  attempt  to  free  three 
Black  defendants  who  were  on 
trial. 

John  J.  Abt,  Miss  Davis’ 
attorney,  had  argued  that 
extradition  was  unconstitutional 
because  his  client  had  not  been 
provided  with  a transcript  of  the 
Marin,  County,  Calif.,  Grand  Jury 
minutes  covering  her  indictment. 
The  state  argued  that  Abt’s 
contention  was  “irrevelant” 
because  Miss  Davis  was  not  on 
trial  in  New  York,  but  only  facing 
an  extradition  hearing.

Coach  Stan  Watts  and  his  BYU 
Cougars  will  be  out  to  make 
restitution  for  last  year’s 
disastrous  season  beginning 
tonight  when  they  host  the 
Stanford  Indians  at  8 p.m.  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  Cougars  suffered  through  a 
season  marred  by  social  tension 
and  demonstrations  to  finish  with 
an  8-18  mark  in  1969-70,  by  far 
the  worst  in  Coach  Watts’  21 
years  as  basketball  coach  at  BYU. 

Tonight’s  opener  is  the  first  of  a 
two-game  series  with  the  Indians 
from  Palo  Alto,  Calif.  Saturday 
night  the  same  two  teams  will 
meet-same  time,  same  station. 

After  a day’s  rest,  the  Cougars 
will  play  host  to  the  New  Mexico 
State  Aggies  Monday  night. 

As  the  first  team  on  the  Cougar 
schedule,  Stanford  could  be  the 
most  overlooked  club  in  the 
nation.  Coach  Howie  Delmar’s 
Indians  slipped  to  a 5-20  record

Bowl,  it  may  be  January  before 
the  Indian  fans  remember  they 
have  a basketball  team. 

But  the  BYU  coaching  staff 
knows  they  do.  Assistant  coaches 
Pete  Witbeck  and  Glenn  Potter 
have  put  together  scouting  reports 
that  indicate  the  Indians  will  be. 
all  the  Cougars  can  handle. 

Stanford  has  four  returning 
starters,  and  they  were  the  top 
four  scorers  for  the  Tribe  last 
year. 

The  Indians  are  not  tall,  with 
their  tallest  starter  only  6’5”.  But 
Coach  Watts  was  quick  to  add, 
“They  may  not  be  very  big,  but 
they  are  exceptionally  quick.  And 
they  shoot  extremely  well.” 

Stanford  opened  their  campaign 
with  a 65-61  win  over  San 
Francisco  Tuesday  night. 

For  the  Cougars,  a total  of  five 
returning  lettermen  are  back  from 
last  season,  but  only  one  of  the 
five  is  a two-year  letterman.  Gone 
will  be  last  year’s  scoring  leader 
Doug  Howard,  as  well  as  top 
rebounders  Paul  Ruffner  and 
Scott  Warner. 

According  to  Watts,  four  of  the 
starting  berths  are  just  about 
nailed  down  for  the  opener,  with 
the  center  spot  still  up  for  grabs 
between  6’10”  Kresimir  Cosic  and 
junior  college  transfer  Jay  Bunker, 
who  stands  6’8”. 

Bunker  seems  to  co-ordinate  his 
play  with  the  team  more 
effectively,  while  Cosic,  with  all 


who  averaged  11.6  points  last 
year,  will  anchor  the  other 
forward  position. 

Starters  at  guard  will  be  two 
year  veteran  Jim  Miller  (6’5”)  and 
transfer  Bernie  Fryer  (6’3”). 

“Mr.  Defense,”  as  he  is  known 
at  BYU,  Miller  has  exceptionally 
quick  hands  and  will  give 
opposing  ball  handlers  fits.  Biggest 
complaint  from  the  coaching  staff 
is  that  Miller  doesn’t  shoot 
enough,  even  though  he  has  a 
good  touch. 

Fryer  is  very  fast  and  averaged 
31  points  last  year  in  junior 
college.  He  should  team  with 
Miller  to  give  the  Cougars  their 
quickest  pair  of  guards  since  the 
days  of  Dick  Nemelka  and  Jeff 
Congdon.

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Tonight’s  basketball  game  with  Stanford  may  be  the  last  season  opener 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse.  If  construction  continues  on  schedule,  some 


22,000  fans  will  watch  the  Cougar’s  kick  off  the  1971  basketball 
in  the  new  BYU  Activities  Center. 


Only  3,500  BYU  students  have 
the  possibility  of  getting  tickets  to 
view  the  1 1 home  games  for  the 
1 970-71  basketball  season. 
Mid-December  of  ’71  will  see  this 
changed  when  the  22,000  plus 
capacity  Activities  Center  will  be 
completed  and  ready  to  host  the 
new  basketball  season. 


-With  new  Activities  Center- 


Seating  up  in  ’71 


President  Wilkinson  said  the 
new  Activities  Center  will  be  more 
than  just  a sports  pavilion  and  a 
music  hall.  It  is  being  designed  to 
accommodate  devotional,  student 
assemblies,  forum,  lyceums, 
convocation,  religion  assemblies, 
public  gatherings  and  other 
activities. 


The  facilities  at  the  Center 
include  a basketball  floor,  stage 
lighting,  TV  units,  adequate  light 
for  color  TV,  air  conditioning  and 
press  rooms.  In  addition  there  will 
be  reception  areas,  athletic  and 
ticket  offices,  concession  booths, 


general  offices,  offices  for 
basketball  staff,  dressing  rooms, 
locker  rooms  and  storage. 

According  to  the  architects  of 
Young  and  Fowler  Associates,  the 
basketball  playing  floor  can  be 
converted  into  a stage  for  other 
events  and  will  run  east  and  west. 

“For  the  first  time  in  recent 
years  devotional  message, 
commencement  exercises  and  all 
other  major  campus  events  will  be 
held  under  one  roof  for  all 
students,”  said  President 
Wilkinson.  Since  the  completion 
of  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  in  1951, 


the  student  body  has  increased 
400  per  cent. 

The  fund  raising  committee, 
headed  by  Dr.  Da  Costa  Clark,  has 
been  asked  to  raise  $1.5  million  of 
the  estimated  $6.5  million  needed 
for  its  completion.  To  date  the 
committee  has  nearly  reached  the 
half-way  mark  with  $700,000. 
The  time  factor  involved  in  the 
center’s  completion  is  dependent 
on  several  factors,  one  being  the 
flow  of  contributions  by 
supporters. 

For  each  contribution  of  $500 
the  donor  receives  permanent

Future  for  SFH? 


What  will  become  of  the  George 
Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse  next 
year  when  the  new  23,000  seat 
Activities  Center  is  completed? 

That  question  is  being  studied 
in  earnest  by  the  BYU  College  of 
Physical  Education.  A six-member 
task  force,  composed  of  one 
representative  from  each  of  the 
six  departments  of  the  college,  is 
studying  changes  and  innovations 
for  the  20  year-old  sports 
complex. 

The  present  fieldhouse  was 
completed  in  1951  with  a seating 
capacity  of  11,000  for  basketball, 
plus  facilities  for  physical 
education  as  well  as  office  space. 

An  extension  on  the  west  end 
of  the  building  was  added  in  1964 
and  includes  additional  facilities 
for  equipment  storage,  training 


rooms,  locker  rooms  for 
intercollegiate  athletics  and 
gymnastic  and  weight  room 
facilities  for  the  PE  Dept. 

Most  of  the  Fieldhouse  is 
utilized  and  will  not  be  changed. 
The  office  space  will  still  be 
needed.  The  west  annex,  which  is 
a dirt  area,  will  still  be  needed  for 
indoor  athletic  practice,  such  as 
football,  baseball,  soccer,  rugby 
and  archery. 


This  leaves  the  bleacher  area 
west  of  the  playing  floor  as  the 
only  possible  area  where  change 
and  additions  could  be  made.  A 
weight  room  is  all  that  is  located 
below  the  bleachers. 


Without  the  west  end  bleachers, 
there  still  would  be  a seating 
capacity  of  more  than  4,000  at 


priority  for  the  use  of  two  seats  at 
all  the  athletic  sponsored  events. 
There  will  be  nearly  10,000  chair 
seats  so  there  are  many  still 
available. 

The  Center  is  located  on  the 
brow  of  the  hill  just  north  of  the 
Smoot  Administration  Building 
between  Phillips  Lane  and  Wyview 
Village.  Sam  Brewster  of  the 
Physical  Plant  said  it  is  ideally 
situated  to  accommodate  parking 
needs. 

A double  pedestrian  overpass 
has  been  constructed  across 
Campus  Drive,  north  of  the 
Smoot  Administration  Building, 
and  will  discharge  foot  traffic 
directly  into  the  newly  built 
underpass  to  the  Center.  Heavy 
foot  traffic  is  expected  since  it  is 
within  walking  distance  for  a 
number  of  students,  faculty  and 
townspeople.  Snow  melting 
devices  have  been  planned  for  the 
ramps  approaching  the  Center. 

The  Activities  Center  will  be 
enclosed  within  a simple  rectangle

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Quest  of  the  Brass  Peanut

For  six  years,  I’ve  plotted 
revenge  against  the  Hawaiian 


“Ah,  be  still  my  heart.  You  have  your 
true  desire  ...  a brass  peanut!” 


monkey  who  had  the 
salivumption  to  spit  at  me.  And 
so,  for  the  last  two  years  I have, 
through  study  and  meditation, 
conquered  the  fine  art  of  brass 
peanut  casting. 

The  brass  peanut  was  officially 
born  at  3 a.m.,  on  June  5,  1969, 
during  the  course  of  an 
intellectual  conversation.  The 
goober  matter  was  broached  with 
due  regard  to  its  biological 
significance,  that  of  lending  the 
plague  of  mannerless  monkeys. 

During  the  week  that  followed 
that  memorable  discussion,  many 
of  my  fellow  high  school  seniors 
(who  had  also  suffered  these  ape 
indignities)  rode  through  streets 
and  towns,  rummaging  through 
the  back  shops  and  antique  stores 
of  London  looking  for  one  little 
brass  nut. 

It  was  a noble  cause,  this  Quest 
of  the  Brass  Peanut,  but  it  was 
doomed  from  the  outset. 
Throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  England  (and  later, 
Europe)  not  one  could  be  found. 
History  has  produced  people  like 
Prince  Ludwig  and  his  Disneyland 
castles,  but  it  has  never  boasted  of 
a brass  peanut  peddler. 

This  Quest  was  not  something, 
one  could  forget,  though* 
Eventually,  I came  to  the 


realization  that  I must  create  the 
first  one  in  history  myself. 

And  so,  using  my  persuasive 
peanut  powers,  I managed  to 
spend  this  month  in  Ed  Turpin’s 
Crafts  263  class  trying  to  produce 
this  relevant  item. 

Once  aware  of  my  concern  for 
brass  peanuts,  the  congenial  Ed 
gave  a blank  stare,  a big  smile,  and 
an  okay  (to  humor  my  insanity, 
probably).  And  thus  began  the 
making  of  the  brass  peanut  on  one 
October  red-letter  day. 

By  the  time  I began  the  project, 
I had  steeled  myself  to 
uncomprehending  stares.  They 
just  didn’t  understand. 

Ed,  a graduate  in  watercolors 
from  Jerome,  Idaho,  decided  we’d 
make  it  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  the  students  in  the  class 
made  their  own  rings. 

The  object  is  to  make  a wax 
impression  of  what  one  wants, 
raise  this  mock-up  off  the  ground 
with  a wax  cone  with  three  spikes 
rising  out  of  it,  thrust  this 
upside-down  into  a tuna  fish  can 
filled  with  chrystobolite  (a  more 
heat-resistant  plaster  of  paris). 

Then,  the  can  is  heated  in  a 
small  kiln  for  two  or  three  hours 
until  the  wax  is  melted  out, 
placed  in  a centrifugal  casting 
machine,  and  spun  around  on  a 
spring.  The  force  shoots  molten 
brass  into  the  mold  and,  presto!, 
there  is  a brass  peanut.  In  theory. 

Originally,  I wanted  a whole 
brass  peanut.  But  them,  under  the

“Toward  a Systematic  Mormon 
Theology”  Wednesday  evening  at 
the  honors  Agora  lecture.
